I an  sore  this  nan  standing  in  the  out- 
er effiee  had  no  trouble  in  eating  Oswald,  as  there  would  only 
be  a distance  of  six  feat  trm  this  window  to  where  Oswald  was 
sitting,  and  I can  think  of  no  reason  why'  X would  need  to  bring  hiu 
in  tha  office  for  identification  after  he  had  beer,  looking  at  his 
through  this  window.
